This 
germ may also cause acute tonsil- 
ita, sore throat, erysipelas and 
several other conditions. Immun- 
ization against scarlet fever will 
| usually protect the person against 
development of the rash but will 
Î mot prevent the development of 
these other diseases. However, pa- 
tients with scarlet fever more of- 
ten develop serious complications
